Latest. Developments In Color 
Photography Shown In London 

Britain is likely to go in for color- 
ed films on an extensive scale, it 
was indicated. in London following 
the showing of latest developments 
in color photography.

Canada’s Best In Beef 
Top Grades Of Beef Branded To 
Identify Quality 

It is no longer necessary for a per- 
son in Canada to bea judge of beef 
in order to be sure of getting the 
quality desired. The judging is now 
done for purchasers of graded beef 
under supervision of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. For sev- 
eral ‘years the two top grades of 
beef have been branded to identify 
quality. These identifying brands 
are placed on the beef in the form 
of a narrow ribbon-like mark run- 
ning the full length of the side. When 
the beef is cut up a portion of this 
brand-mark appears on: every im- 
portant cut and definitely identifies 
it as graded or quality beef.

A cautious statement by Governor 
Ed. C. Johnston indicated that Den- 
ver physicians have achieved success 
in medical science’s long struggle to 
develop a serum to prevent tuber- 
closis, 

The governor said he expects the 
physicians- to ask soon for pardons 
for Mike Schmidt and Carl Erickson, 
Colorado convicts who risked™their 
lives on the promise of freedom if 
they permitted themselves to be in- 
oculated with thousands of live tuber- 
culosis bacilli after they were given 
the serum. 

The governor said he has been in- 
formed the bacilli failed to produce 
the disease in the convicts, indicating 
they were immunized by the serum. 

The convicts were the first human 
beings upon whom the serum was 
tested and physicians said the ex- 
periments might result in death.

Small Machine Locked To Large One 
Can Be Released 


A strange composite aircraft 
which, it is hoped, may improve the 
organization of the transatlantic air 
mail service will be tested shortly on 
behalf.of the British Air Ministry 
and the Imperial Airways. 

Now in course of construction by 
Short Brothers, one of the largest 
seaplane works in the world, origin- 
ators of all-metal flying boats, it 
consists of a big flying boat which 
carries a high speed seaplane on its 
upper wing, specially so secured that 
it cannot be released until flying con- 
ditions are such that the upper ma- 
chine will lift itself clear of the 
lower. 

The device is intended to put into 
the air a heavily loaded seaplane 
which would have the greatest diffi- 
culty in leaving the water by. its own 
power only. “ 

The combination will thus consist 
of a heavily loaded small machine 
and a lightly loaded big machine 
locked together by a patented device 
and capable of using their power 
jointly during the take-off.

In the world we are now about to_re-create anew, there will be fewer 
inordinately rich men and fewer absolutely impoverished people; rather there 
will be a more equal distribution. There. will be more rather than less in- 
dividual liberty because, regardless of present day tendencies, man cherishes 
and will demand liberty as the most priceless of ‘all his possessions. State 
and other autocracies may flourish for a time, but they cannot last, because 
they constitute a denial of all that is best in life. This, too, is one of the 
gainful lessons being learned from the depression.

The Saga Of Clean Milk 


Greatest Care Must Be Taken To 
Ensure Cleanliness : 

A very high standard of cleanliness 
in milk is demanded in Canada. Clean 
milk may be defined as milk that is 
free from dirt and foreign matter, 
containing comparatively ,few bac- 
teria and certainly none of a disease- 
producing nature. The first essen- 
tial is to have healthy cows. As the 
Animal Husbandry Division of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
points out, the cows must be free 
from tuberculosis, anthrax, and other 
contagious diseases which affect the 
milk indirectly. In addition, the ud- 
ders of the cows must be free from 
such disease as mastitis and cow pox 
which directly infect the milk with 
bacteria. Next to healthy cattle 
come the twin factors of clean cat- 
tle and clean barns, and anyone wih 
the slightest imagination must recog- 
nise that, during the seven months a 
year in which dairy cattle have to be 
stabled, cleanliness is a big problem. 
Stables must be cleaned twice daily, 
cows must be clipped and brushed 
regularly, and they must have ‘their 
udders and teats washed before each 
milking. Milking by hand . entails 
perfect cleanliness on the part of the 
milker, and milking by machine, 
which is a science, ifivolves some 
knowledge of the physics of electric 
motors, internal combustion engines 
and vacuum pumps. Further, clean 
milk requires clean utensils, as poor- 
ly washed implements form one of 
the most potent sources of bacteria 
in milk, and clean milk must be| 
rapidly cooled if the number of bac- | 
teria is to be kept down. Finally, 
the milk must, be delivered promptly | 
to the distributor, which means the | 
farmer turnfng out at anywhere from , 
four a.m, to six am. to milk the | 
cows, cool the milk, and deliver it in, 
time for householders in the city to | 
find the bottled milk on the doorstep 
early in the morning.

Ani interesting study of this rather 
surprising feature of contemporary 
Canadian history is contained in a 
paper by R. C. Rowe, of “Canadian 
Mining Journal,” presented tothe 
annual western meeting of the Cana- 
dian Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgy in Vancouver. Mr. Rowe shows 
how the exploitation of mineral re- 
sources on a large scale at intervals 
throughout the ages has enabled 
civilization to surge forward. Thus 
the gold and silver filched from the 
Incas by the Spaniards gave the 
‘Renaissance in Europe its substantial 
character. The iron and coal of Great 
Britain made her the leader in the 
‘ Industrial Revolution. The iron ‘and 

the base metals of the United 
States made her, in turn, the Wealth- 
fest nation in the world. 

Canada is now drawing on her 
mineral wealth in a similar way, he 
points out, and the rapid outpouring 
of this wealth has stimulated settle- 
ment, industry and commerce to a 
remarkable degree. . Thirty years ago 
the total of the mineral wealth, pro- 
duced’ through two and a half cen- 
turies, was about eight hundred mil- 
lion dollars. The total is now six 
thousand million‘ dollars—an increase 
of eight times in a lifetime. More- 
over one third of this total, namely 
two thousand millions, has been pro- 
ducéd in the past five years; and this 
measures the present rate of produc- 
tion. - ; 

This tremendous outpouring of 
wealth, which cannot be reproduced 
and can be drawn upon only once, 
must obviously be used to the best 
possible advantage. ‘

Use Same Phrases 


Every Vocation Has Its Own Particu- 
lar Set Of Words 

The truth is that all the vocations 

have a vocabulary, an idiom, a choice 

of metaphor peculiar to themselves. 

“Legalese” is not a real word, but it 

is a very real thing. And what of 


the other brands. of jargon which 


prevail among politicians, city men 
and even among the clergy them- 
Selves? 

The politician, for instance, unless 
he is uncommonly original, departs 
at his’ peril, from thé routine phrases 
of his kind. He “ventures to think” 
this: he “views with alarm” that; he 
is “not ashamed to admit” the other 
thing. Political battles are ushered 
in by a “deadlock.” Then a “door is 
shut” in someone’s face, later to be 


“locked, bolted and barred.” Oppos- 
ed “lock, stock and barrel’ to the 
policies of the other side, cabinet 


ministers then proceed to ° “explore 
other avenues.” This may result in 
reopening some “door” leading to:a 
“bridge” over which the government 
might cross without loss of dignity. - 

The clergy, too, have their pet 
phrases. For instance at a church 
meeting of any kind the people sel- 
dom meet—they are “gathered to- 
gether,” and invariably “in a very 
worthy cause.” And so on. But 
enough has been said to show that if 
stereotyped words and phrases are 
good enough for the average man 
they should also be good enough for 
the newspaper writer whose duty it 
is accurately to report him.—Winni- 
peg Tribune. 


A Costly Test Tube

From 
that moment the aged sculptor was 
offered more commissions than he 
could accept ,and his welcome home 
did much to .sweeten the later years 
of his life. 

Sir Alfred was honored in. his 
79th year by the Savage Club. The 
company cheered him and drank to 
him and when he rose to thank them 
his tears fell. 

While he was im Bruges the dis- 
pute about Eros broke out again. 
He wrote to the Office of Works: 

“There is more than £3,000 worth 
of copper (in Eros). Take it down, 
melt it, turn it into pence, and give 
it to the unfortunate people who 
nightly demand a resting place on 
the Thames Embankment . . and 
cease troubling an artist.” 

After his return to England to 
complete the Clarence Memorial, he 
was also commissioned to create the 
Queen Alexandra Memorial at Marl- 
borough House, which was unveiled 
in 1982. The same year he was 
knighted by the King and re-elected 
Royal. Academician. '

The 
business of turning out antiques in 
this way has become quite a profit- 
able industry overreas, and unscru- 
pulous dealers in such so-called valu- 
able objects sell these “fakes” at ex- 
tortionate prices to unsuspecting pur- 
chasers. © The collector who knows 
his antiques, however, is not fooled. 
One of the most common tricks of 
the makers of “antique” books is to 
soak the pages in tea to give the 
pages the yellowish tinge that comes 
with great age Coffee is sometimes 
used for this purpose. A _ clever 
workman who knows just how strong 
to make the tea, and just how long 
to keep the paper in the beverage, 
can closely approximate the appear- 
ance of great age. Another ingenious 
trick of the modern makers of an- 
tique volumes is to print Bibles and 
other books on old paper. To make 
such spurious volumes convincingly 
aged in appearance, the plates from 
which they are printed usually are 
made from photostahic copies of the 
original pages of the literary work 
being imitated. Expert bibliophiles 
have ways, however, of easily detect- 
ing such counterfeits.

Warships Of New Design 


Higher Decks On British Vessels 
Make Them Harder To Sink ~ 
A notable contrast in the naval 
warfare theories of Great Britain, 
and the United States was made ap- 
parent at San Francsico with the 
visit of the H.M.S, Norfolk, one of 
Britain’s 10,000-ton treaty cruisers. 
The ‘two nations are building their 
men-o’-war along startlingly» differ- 
ent lines, 
“I am amazed,” said one of the 


| Norfolk’s officers, “to find that our 


ships are so different from those of 
the United States. I thought that 
naval constructors would come to 
about the same conclusions in both 
countries,” 

He was no more surprised than 
were several American naval officers 
who Visited a modérn British war- 
ship for the first time. 

The British are building their 
decks high above the water, This 
gives their ships a sharper and larger 
silhouette. From siJhouettes ranges 
are computed in battle. A high deck 
means a ehip can be placed under 
fire at a longer range and, of course, 
will be easier to hit than a low 
decker. : 

However, to offset this, the Brit'sh 
ships, because of their high decks, 
have greater air space and will re- 
main afloat under heavy fire longer 
than a ship with fewer water-tight 
compartments. 

The British ships then would be in 
for a lot of pounding, but they could 
“take it.” 

The Americans adhere to another 
theory—build low and don't get hit. 
But if “they do stop a few shells 
they'll go down while the British type 
of ship can limp away. 

Cruisers of the Norfolk type stand 
about five feet higher above the 
water than the American 10,000-ton- 
ners. 

The elevated decks also present a 
problem in launching torpedoes. 

‘T'll bet your torpedoes take a 
beating from that long fall,” an 
Ameérican officer remarked to a 
Briton. 

“Well,” he smiled, “they did, but 
we're getting a little better now. 
We don’t break up £0 many. 

And incidentally the English ship 
was eauipped with quadruple tor- 
pedo tubes as against the American 
triple tubes. With ‘each burst the 
British can send four terpedoes on 
their way, giving them 25 per cent. 
more speéd. They can hit many a 
target that the Americans will miss. 

The British seem to lead a much 
easier life aboard their warships than 
do the Americans. They spend hours 
chatting and sipping at whiskey and 
sodas—at least the officers do. The 
men have their rum and a leisurely 
way of going about their business 
that is entirely lacking on an Ameri- 
can man-o'-war, 

But the American naval officer or 
sailor is a smarter looking man than 
his cousin from across the sea— 
smarter in appearances, not perhaps 
in intelligence. And American ships 
are smarter looking than the Nor- 
folk. 

A visit to an American cruiser 
leaves the impression: “Here Is a 
ship designed for one thing—to fight 
—and she’s ready. No extraneous 
materials nor solid comforts of 
home.” | Wp 

A British cruiser seems more like 
a passenger ehip; ornamental fire- 
places, big cabins, lots of pictures 
and curtains.

When Humdrum Niagara, even its 
thrill as a spectacle dulled through 
its familiarity from pictures, berins 
cavorting, making the front page: 
with a great rock fall ‘every few 
months, Mr. General Public begins to 
ask what it's all about. 


Are the falls going to be ruined in 
& few years? Are these breaka some- 
thing new? Mr. General Public ts 
dimly aware the falls must have ex- 
feted a very long time. Are they now 
suddenly being overtaken by som 
dire fate? : 

No—the fells are tin no immediate 
danger of extinction, but they are 
moving along upstream, and are de- 
clining in height steadily as they re- 
cede, 

These three breaks, each involving 
manv feet of the crest line, and thou- 
sands of tons of rock, the first on 
Jan. 1, 1931, on the American stde, 
then one on Aue, 13, 1984, ard an- 
other Dec. 5, 1934, both in the Horse- 
shoe Fall, occurred at surprisingly 
short time intervals, and in a shock- 
ingly big way in each instance, but 
they fre nevertheless only repre- 
sentative of a process that has been 
going on for approximately 30,000 
years. 

Probably the big breaks are un- 
common, indeed they may be a sort 
of shaking itself down to a more 
stable condition on part of the big 
cataract, Nevertheless a smaller 
fretting away, the dropping of un- 
noticed lesser fragments from the 
crest is constantly going on, so that 
the line of the falls is retreating at 
a rate caculated to average four feet 
annually along the Canadian fall, 
and only two inches a year on the 
American side. 

Although the. recession from year 
to year varies, depending on the in- 
cident of such larger breaks as those 
now in the news, in the 85 years be- 
tween the earliest and latest surveys 
the recession of the apex of the 
Horseshoe Fall is definitely establish- 
ed to have been 288 feet. 

If it can so certainly be known 
that in approximately 100 years of 
historical time there has been a re- 
cession of 300 feet it is an easy in- 
ference that the same process very 
surely was in progress 100 years, 
1,000 years, before then, and eoually 
easv to make the deduction that the 
whole seven-mile length of Niagara 
Gorge is the product of the long-con- 
tinued retreat of the cataract up- 
stream from its original site at Lewi- 
ston, N.Y. 

Then comes the temptation to fig- 
ure just how many years were re- 
quired for the job and how much 
longer will Niagara last. At their 
inception the falls were for a time 
about 300 feet high, now the height 
is only 160 feet. 

The surface of the cap rock de- 
clines in height upstream from the 
present crest life.. 

In time the crest of the Horseshoe 
fall will have crept back around the’ 
head of Goat Island, and, ‘in about 
2,000 years, will cut off the water 
supply of the American fall, leaving 
it a dry cliff. Such is the indicated 
prospect. But 2,000 years is a long 
time. ~Before then Niagara Falls 
may be taken. in charge by manknid 
and its recessive proclivities much 
curbed if not completely stopped. 


Prescriptions In Latin

scriptions iff Latin instead of BEng- 
lish? ‘There are several reasons. 
One is that Latin is a more exact 
| language than English, and, being a 
dead language, it does not change as 
isthe case with living languages. 
Then again, a large part of the drugs 
in use are botanical, and they have in 
|}medicine the same scientific names 
that they have in botany, Two-thirds 
‘of such drugs have no English names 
‘and so could not be written in Eng- 
lish, Then, a prescription in Latin 
‘is much safer from the patient's 
}point of view. Suppose a doctor 
writes a prescription in English for 
an unéducated person, The person 
reads it and might try to get it from 
memory the second time, This might, 
‘of course, easily lead to disastrous 
|results. If iodide of potassium were 
/ mentioned, the peron might careless- 
ly ask for cyanide of potassium. The 
;man could safely take ten grains of 
the former, but one grain of the lat- 
/ter would be fatal. Finally, Latin is 
|used all over the world by scientific 
| men and no language is.more uni- 
versal. Where there is a chemist's 
|shop you can get a Latin prescrip- 
|tion made up Im any part of the
